Palmer, Alaska

Dear Mrs. Reynolds: : 

Received your most welcome 
letter tonight and I sureiy was 
glad, for it seems we ars 30 far 
away from everyone we. know. 
But we are just fine and I am 
sure getting fat again. The 
children are well, and so_ is dad. 
He caught a big king salmon to- 
day. ‘There aren’t any deer here 
but lots of bear, and the moose 
and caribou come in the valley 
in the fall. Ted and dad are 
just waiting for that time to 
come. 

Ted is out hauling lumber to- 
night, for our house. He has the 
basement and floor in now. They 
are hauling 2x4 and it will be 
about three weeks before it is 
finished, for they are all finish- 
ed inside with veneer. I have 
all my furniture ordered so_ it 
is going to be nice. 

You don’t need to worry about 
us for we are going to be fine. 
You know there is always a 
bunch of howlers every place, 
and there are a lot here. They 
just don’t want to do a thing to 
help themselves. 
ways could work, so I don’t 
worry. We have two cows and 
a hog and we are going io have 
a team: in the spring. There 
isn’t anything we want that we 
can’t have, and that is better 
than’ we ever had before. 

We live in the valley and there 
are beautiful snowcapped mount- 
ains all around us. You can look 
out and see them anytime and 
it is beginning to get dark here 
for a couple ‘of hours around 
midnight, but it has been light 
nearly all the time since we 
have been here. The country is 
nice. I like it, and so does Ted. 

I called the Hotel in Seattle 
and tried to get Owen, but 
couldn't and we went to Aunt 
Nets in Tacoma and had a grand 


boat sailed. We certainly enjoy- 
ed our trip. It was wonderful. 
The scenery was beautiful com- 
ing through the Rocky Mountains 
but our’ mountains here are just 
as nice. We are not far from 
Mt. McKinley, the largest 
mountain in North America. 
We are about thirty miles from 
a fair sized town. That is An- 
chorage. We don’t get.to tewn 
very often, but I don’t mind. 
We are all getting a supply of 
rain clothes, for the rainy, season 
is about to start. They have a

I know all the terrible things 
you are reading in the papers; 
but those reporters must. live 
and they get paid for that. But 
don’t worry about us, for any- 
time we don’t like it, we can 
come back. There has _ bee 
some sickness but nothing like 
the papers said. You would have 
thought we were all dead, the 
way. some of them read. Nearly 
everyone here gets the news- 
paper clippings from relatives 
and friends back in the States 
and some of them are really 
funny. We get a big kick out of 
them. 

I hope we all stay well this 
winter, for they: say it is pretty 
cold here, but we all have warm 
clothes and snow suits and boots, 
so I think we will pull through 
fine.

Victory Comes On 
Isle Royale 


With the issuing by President 
Roosevelt last week of an execu- 
tive order authorizing the pur- 
chase of all remaining privately- 
owned lands on Isle Royale and 
allocating $705,000 for that pur- 
pose, the last remaining obstacle 
to the establishment of the wild 
Lake Superior island as a na- 
tional park seems to have been 
surmounted. 

Under the order, the addition- 
al land is needed “for proper 
protection against forest fires, 
floods, svil erosion and plant pest 
from privately-owned lands con- 
tiguous to or intermingled with 
Government-owned land.” 

The establishment of the Isle 
Royale as the twenty-fifth na- 
tional park of the United States 
will bring to an end 14 years of 
effort. Site of pre-historic cop- 
per mines, the island is a virgin 
wilderness and a haven for moose 
and all forms of northern wild 
life.

GOOD 


According to City Treasurer H. 
J. Gothro, the general upturn in 


business conditions throughout 


the country is being felt in 
Grayling also.

The total assessment roll last 
year was $14,801:67, while this 
year it is only $13,986.88. 

This certainly may be consid- 
ered a sign of returning  pros- 
perity, since the average citizen 
pays his taxes only after a bitter 
struggle with his conscience, 
and as a last resort. It might be 


argued also that when taxes are 
less, people pay them _ easier, 
which would also have a bearing 
on the increase in collections.
